DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant's amendment filed on January 16, 2009 was received. Claims 1 
and 7 were amended. Claim 23 was added. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. on 
claims 1, 2, 4, 8, and 12-20 is withdrawn, because claim 1 has been amended and 
Applicant's arguments are persuasive. 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. as 
applied to claim 1 and further in view of Winter on claim 3 is withdrawn, because 
independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's arguments. 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. as 
applied to claim 1 and further in view of Yamashita et al. on claims 5 and 6 are 
withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's 
arguments. 
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6. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. as 
applied to claim 1 and further in view of Faita et al. on claim 7 is withdrawn, because 
independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's arguments. 

7. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. as 
applied to claims 1 and 1 0 and further in view of Reichner on claims 9 and 1 1 is 
withdrawn, because independent claims 1 has been amended and Applicant's 
arguments. 

8. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Cisar et al. as 
applied to claim 1 and further in view of Hollenberg et al. on claim 21 is withdrawn, 
because claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's arguments. 

Reasons for Allowance 

9. Claims 1-9,11-21, and 23 are allowed. The invention of the independent claim 1 
recites a stack to be used in a fuel cell or electrolyzer comprised of at least one 
anchoring layer, at least one diffusion layer, a collector layer, and at least one contact 
layer where the anchoring layer is provided between the collector layer and the diffusion 
layer; the contact layer is sintered to a side of the diffusion layer which is not connected 
to the anchoring layer; and the diffusion layer is a metal, wherein the metal mesh 
comprises woven, knitted, or braided metal wires. The closest prior art of record, Cisar

et al. (US 6232010) does not teach the presence of a contact layer and the diffusion 
layer is not a metal mesh comprised of woven, knitted, or braided metal wires.
